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Stepfather’s 
conviction 
leaves family 
feeling isolated

SPANGDAHLEM AIR BASE, Germany 
— It’s what Navajos call a “third eye” that 
first alerted Amber Holcomb that something 
was wrong on a cold November night one 
year ago. 

“It was an instinct,’ Holcomb recalled. 
“Something just didn’t feel right.” 

Eight weeks pregnant, she awoke to use 
the bathroom in her tidy military apartment 
in Bitburg, Germany. There, she discovered 
soiled baby wipes stuffed into the bathroom 
trash can. 

Then she found her 14-year-old daughter 
lying awkwardly on her bed, sprawled half- 
way off the mattress. 

Holcomb tapped her on the shoulder. 

“What’s going on?” she asked. 

“Zhe’e told me to go to the restroom,” 
the girl replied, using the Navajo word for 
father. 

“Why?” Holcomb asked. 

“He tried to put his thing in me,” she an- 
swered softly. “He did other things, too.” 

Six months later, in a military courtroom 
in Spangdahlem, Air Force Staff Sgt. Jus- 
tin Holcomb, 26, the teenager’s stepfather, 
pleaded guilty to forcible sodomy with a 
child, abuse and sexual contact with a child 
and attempted aggravated sexual assault of 
a child. 

The one-time Cub Scout leader was sen- 
tenced to five years in prison, a dishonorable 
discharge and reduction in rank to airman 
basic. He is serving his sentence in a Navy- 
run prison in San Diego. 

Amber Holcomb — her name is a pseud- 
onym to protect the identity of the victim 
— and her five children soon lost their once- 
secure life on the air base and now face an 
uncertain future back in the States, where 
the family is surviving on food stamps and 
whatever Holcomb, 33, can make by periodi- 
cally selling her blood. She is seeking a di- 
vorce and full custody of the children. 

The tragic story might have ended there, 
the grimly familiar disintegration of yet an- 
other family torn apart by a stepfather’s mo- 
lestation of a child. 

But Justin Holcomb’s crimes did more 
than destroy his own family. They sharply

WASHINGTON — The cancellation of Af- 
ghanistan’s runoff election likely won’t make 
things worse for President Barack Obama as 
he searches for a path ahead in that country, 
experts said Monday. But that’s not really 
good news. 

“This is just more evidence of how di- 

sastrous things have been 
~~. . there,’ said Caroline Wad- 
Ana lysis hams, a policy analyst at the 
—______ Center for American Prog- 

ress, a liberal think tank 
with close ties to the Obama administration. 
“Whether or not this election took place, the 
Obama administration was going to be in an 
impossible state.” 

On Sunday, Afghan presidential candidate 
Abdullah Abdullah withdrew from the Sat- 
urday runoff election, effectively handing a 
victory to president Hamid Karzai. Abdul- 
lah questioned whether the second election 
would be fair, after no substantial procedure 
changes were made following the fraud-rid- 
den summer elections. 

In a statement Monday, U.S. Embassy of- 
ficials congratulated Karzai on “his victory 
in this historic election.” House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee Chairman Rep. Ike Skelton, 
D-Mo., was more blunt in his assessment, call- 
ing the election “deeply flawed and filled with 
uncertainty” but adding that “we now have an 
outcome and can begin to move forward.”

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October attack a heavy toll on Iraqis 


Single attack accounts for nearly half of month's civilian deaths

BAGHDAD — Nearly half of all Iraqis who 
died in October perished in a single coordinat- 
ed attack against government offices in Bagh- 
dad, AP figures revealed Monday. 

Of the 364 Iraqis killed over the past month, 
according to The Associated Press count, 155 
died in two nearly simultaneous bombs tar- 
geting government buildings Oct. 25 in down- 
town Baghdad — the worst coordinated attack 





in more than two years. 

The impact of the devastating bombing, 
which occurred in one of the most protected 
parts of the capital, continues to be felt as the 
government struggles to convince Iraqis it can 
protect them. 

The government blamed an alliance of 
al-Qaida in Iraq and members of Saddam 
Hussein’s outlawed Baath Party for similar 
bombings in August of the Justice and Finance 
ministries that killed about 100 people and has 
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called for an international investigation, par- 
ticular with regard to the role of neighboring 
Syria. 

Special U.N. envoy Oscar Fernandez-Taran- 
co met Monday with Iraqi Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki and senior government of- 
ficials as part of “preliminary consultations 
on the incidents surrounding” the Aug. 19 and 
Oct. 25 blasts. 

The U.N.’s decision to send the special envoy 
to Baghdad came before the October attacks.

Family: Wife attempts to move on alter conviction

Soon after his arrest, Justin Holcomb 
professed a religious awakening in the 
Christian faith. Local evangelical groups 
promptly embraced him, welcoming him 
into their religious communities, filling the 
benches behind him at his trial and hugging 
him and praying with him during court- 
room breaks. One group’s newsletter called 
him “a growing godly man,” never mention- 
ing the sex crimes to which he’d confessed. 

Meanwhile, Amber Holcomb and her 
children, who followed Navajo traditions, 
felt abandoned and shunned. Old friends of 
both her and her husband stopped calling 
and wouldn’t say hello when passing on the 
street. 

“Attitudes totally changed,” Amber Hol- 
comb said. “They acted like they didn’t 
know me.” 

Justin Holcomb “clung to his Christian 
faith and he was embraced,” said Air Force 
spouse Jessica Murphy, a former neighbor 
of the Holcombs at Bitburg. “When they 
disregard the other person who’s been vic- 
timized, it put a really bad taste in [Am- 
ber’s] mouth for Christianity, which was 
sort of new to her. She has a lot of reasons 
to feel angry at God.” 

Her husband had turned to God before 
during rough patches in their marriage, 
Amber Holcomb said, promising to be “a 
better Christian.” After past transgres- 
sions, he would start reading the Bible and 
bring the family to church. But the pious 
lifestyle wouldn’t last, Holcomb said. 

“He had people fooled,” she said. 


Authentic conversion? 


For his part, Justin Holcomb insists his 
religious devotion is authentic. 

“Unfortunately, I can never change what 
has happened,” he wrote from prison when 
asked by Stars and Stripes for comment 
for this story. “But my faith remains in the 
LORD that by His mercy and grace He 
will heal the wounds for my family.” 

Those who supported Justin Holcomb 
also believed his proclamations of faith to 
be genuine. 

While the military prepared its criminal 
case against him, he found a second family 
in church. On Sunday mornings, he hand- 
ed out bulletins during Protestant worship 
at the base chapel, and he joined off-base 
Bible studies several times a week. 

In the July newsletter of The Naviga- 
tors, a local ministry in Spangdahlem run 


by Larry and Patricia Hutson, Justin Hol- 
comb was described as a “growing godly 
man ... a new believer, though he went to 
church while growing up.” 

The newsletter passage continued: 
“There is an authenticity in the way we all 
could see God really working in Justin.” 

Yet, while the newsletter mentioned that 
Justin Holcomb was living apart from his 
wife and children — he had been moved 
to a base dormitory after his arrest — it 
called the separation “more of a mystery 
than a concern.” 

Larry Hutson declined to answer ques- 
tions posed by Stars and Stripes about the 
Holcomb case. 

Justin Holcomb also attended weekly 
Bible studies at The Hangar, an off-base 
hospitality house affiliated with the Ca- 
dence International 


But when she turned to the church, seek- 
ing help from the base chapel, she said she 
found no solace. 

Her two eldest boys, then ages 13 and 
10, were having trouble coping with their 
stepfather’s crimes, and his absence. 

“We were lost. We didn’t know much 
about the Bible,” Amber Holcomb said. She 
thought talking to a chaplain might help 
her sons. 

“One chaplain, he just got me upset,” said 
her oldest son, recalling how the chaplain 
kept asking him questions about his father. 
““T)o you still like him?’ ‘Do you want to 
move back with him?’” 

Amber Holcomb didn’t send the boys 
back. And the chapel didn’t follow up with 
the family, she said.

The 
Nielsons also declined to talk with Stars 
and Stripes about the case. 

Murphy, a Christian, acknowledged that 
forgiveness and acceptance are supposed 
to be hallmarks of the Christian faith. But 
she said she’s disappointed the local Chris- 
tian organizations appeared to take sides 
and failed to reach out to Amber Holcomb. 

“T never saw them come up to her [and 
ask] ‘How are you doing?’” Murphy said. 
“T did see them praying with him, hugging 
him, encouraging him.” 


Respect for privacy 


Amber Holcomb, a former airman her- 
self, did have a small circle of supporters 
before the trial. Members of her husband’s 
squadron dropped off a turkey at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. The squadron com- 
mander loaned her a vehicle and looked 
after the family dog. A coach at her daugh- 
ter’s military school in Bitburg pitched in 
for traveling expenses to a regional sports 
tournament. The base also assigned a vic- 
tim advocate to the family. 

Amber Holcomb acknowledged that she 
didn’t reach out to the evangelical groups.

lain. In cases where an 
alleged perpetrator and 
victim do seek help, they 
meet with separate chaplains, “maintain- 
ing strict confidentiality and safety for all 
parties,” Snyder said. 

But while chaplains counsel those who 
seek it, Snyder said, they don’t typically 
make unsolicited house calls. 

“You respect their individual freedom 
and privacy,” Snyder said. “If you have a 
problem at home, you don’t expect some- 
one to call you up and offer to help you. We 
continually put out the message that we’re 
available.” 

There was a perception among some 
who knew the family that Amber Holcomb 
didn’t want help. 

Master Sgt. Stephen Thiessen, 36, a 
weapons section flight chief with the 52nd 
Aircraft Maintenance Squadron at Spang- 
dahlem and Amber Holcomb’s former 
supervisor at a prior assignment at Davis- 
Monthan Air Force Base in Arizona, said 
he and his wife tried to support both Amber 
Holcomb and her husband and were even- 
tually rebuffed by Amber Holcomb. 

“She thought if you were trying to sup- 
port Justin, you weren’t supporting her,” 
he said. “I don’t think she was open to the 
help.” 


A wife’s struggle 


During Justin Holcomb’s trial last May, 
his wife sat with her shoulders squared, 
her gaze expressionless and fixed straight 
ahead. 

In her traditional Navajo turquoise 
dress, leggings and moccasins, she stood 
out in a courtroom filled with uniformed 
servicemembers and civilians. Her long 
black hair was pulled tightly in a bun. Laid 
across her lap was her grandmother’s Na- 
vajo blanket. 

She was unmoved when Justin Holcomb 
broke down sobbing while addressing the 
court. 

“T let one weak moment in my life turn 
into the biggest mistake of my life,” he tes- 
tified, his voice cracking as he read from 
a six-page unsworn statement. At times he 
addressed his children directly. 

“Why? I’ve asked myself that question 
over and over again. Why would I risk 
losing all of you ... my parental rights, to 
watch you grow up, to play games with you 
outside ...? Truthfully, I don’t know why.” 

In addition to admitting to attempting to 
have intercourse with his stepdaughter in 
the bathroom, Justin Holcomb also con- 
fessed to fondling her under her T-shirt 
while she slept next to him during an over- 
night bus trip to Paris in November 2008. 

In late July, former 3rd Air Force Com- 
mander Lt. Gen. Philip Breedlove, the 
convening authority for Justin Holcomb’s 
court-martial, granted him two months of 
clemency off of his five-year prison sen- 
tence. Breedlove also approved a waiver 
that authorizes Amber Holcomb to receive 
her husband’s E-1 pay and allowances for 
six months. 

But starting over with five kids in a trou- 
bled economy stateside has been daunting, 
Amber Holcomb said, and the family is 
struggling financially. She’s in school full 
time, using student loans at a local college 
to study to become a dental assistant. 

She had hoped to end all contact with 
Justin Holcomb. 

But when he sent a few letters to the fam- 
ily’s former address at a military post of- 
fice at Bitburg, the letters were forwarded 
to her, she said. 

Amber Holcomb read the letters. 

“He had the nerve to ask for a picture of 
me,” she said.

Abdullah still may join forces 
with Karzai in a coalition gov- 
ernment — U.S. officials have 
been privately pushing for such 
an arrangement — but outside 
analysts say regardless of the 
result, the tainted elections leave 
the Afghan government as a 
weak, questionable partner for 
international counterterrorism 
efforts. 

“This is the only government 
we have to work with, so it’s the 
best we have to work with,” said 
retired Maj. Gen. Paul Eaton, se- 
nior adviser at the National Se- 
curity Network. 

“We need a viable partner, and 
it doesn’t appear there are other 
options.” 

Still, White House officials 
seem content with that limited 
success for now. 

Karzai’s decision to agree to 
a runoff following the disputed 
summer elections showed he was 
open to reform — last month, 
Obama publicly hailed Karzai’s 
decision as “an important step 
forward in ensuring a credible 
process” and a critical moment 
in Afghanistan’s democratic 
development. 

“We got most of what we need- 
ed with Karzai agreeing to re- 
spect the process,” according to 
Brookings Institution senior fel- 
low Michael O’ Hanlon. 

And U.S. officials have already 
begun anew focus on direct work 
with provincial and tribal leaders 
as a way to counter weaknesses 
in the central government. 

Eaton said that approach could 
lessen some of the lingering con- 
cerns about the election, as local 
officials take a large role in the 
counterinsurgency effort. 

But critics say that won’t be 
enough. 

Jorrit Kamminga, director of 
policy research at the Interna- 
tional Council on Security and 
Development, said many voters 
inside Afghanistan saw the sec- 
ond election as a way to rally the 
public around a legitimate cen- 
tral government. 

“Now it’s even worse,” he said. 

“A smart president would 
still see that Abdullah Abdullah 
still has 30 percent of the vot- 
ers behind him, and find a way 
to include him in a coalition gov- 
ernment. That could help them 
avoid ethnic tensions. But we 
still don’t know.” 

And Wadhams points out that 
even a coalition government 
comes with potential in-fighting 
and power-sharing problems, al- 
though she still sees that as the 
best alternative available. 

“The U.S. and NATO still have 
to figure out what to do,” she said, 
“and adding more troops isn’t 
going to solve this problem.”

U.N., U.S. congratulate Karzai

KABUL — Afghanistan’s elec- 
tion commission on Monday de- 
clared President Hamid Karzai 
the winner of tainted presidential 
elections and canceled a runoff 
after his main rival withdrew 
from the race. 

The announcement ended 
months of uncertainty in the war- 
torn country following Aug. 20 
presidential elections that were 
called into question over reports 
of widespread vote-rigging and 
fraud. 

But it also raised questions 
about the legitimacy of a president 
who had been forced into a runoff 
after hundreds of thousands of 
votes in his favor were declared 
invalid and who would enter a sec- 
ond term in office without a full 
majority of the vote. 

Rival candidate Abdullah 
Abdullah withdrew on Sunday, 
saying he was convinced that the 
same problems that marred the 
first round of voting would pre- 
vent fair elections on Saturday. 

Azzizullah Lodin, chairman of 
the Independent Elections Com- 
mission, said at anews conference 
that the commission determined 
that with only one candidate re- 
maining, the Afghan constitution 
did not require a second round of 
voting. 

“According to the constitution of 
Afghanistan, if in the first round, 
nobody gets 50 percent, the elec- 
tions should go to a second round,” 
Lodin told reporters. “The second 
round ... should be conducted be- 
tween two candidates. If only one is 
willing to participate, the elections 
should be decided by the Indepen- 
dent Elections Commission.” 

Lodin said the commission 
also took into account the threat 
of violence that surrounded the 
vote. Taliban insurgents launched 
a number of bombings and at- 
tacks ahead of the Aug. 20 vote, 
and claimed responsibility for 
a suicide attack on a United Na- 
tions compound last week that left 
eight civilians and three attackers 
dead. 


Abdullah had wanted the elec- 
tions commission, which counted 
the ballots, and several cabinet 
ministers replaced ahead of the 
runoff because he said they were 
heavily biased in favor of Karzai. 

Asked whether they were con- 
cerned about how their decision 
declaring Karzai winner might be 
perceived, commission members 
insisted that they acted in good 
faith. 

“T am not satisfied by the way 
the elections were received by the 
Afghan people,” said election com- 
mission member Zekria Barekzai. 
“The system is not flawed, but 
the implementation of elections 
in the middle of a war is a huge 
challenge.” 

International leaders responded 
almost immediately with congrat- 
ulatory messages that hinted at 
relief. 

In recent months U.S. and coali- 
tion forces have been battling an 
intensifying insurgency and the 
violent toll on soldier’s lives had 
withered public support for the 
war in the United States. Presi- 
dent Barack Obama has delayed a 
decision on whether to answer the 
request of his top general in Af- 
ghanistan for tens of thousands of 
additional troops until the political 
situation in Kabul was resolved. 

U.S. leaders had shunned Kar- 
zai in recent months for being cor- 
rupt and pressured the Afghan 
leader to accept the runoff when 
evidence of massive voter fraud 
became clear. 

But U.S. and United Nations 
leaders appeared to rally around 
Karzai following Abdullah’s an- 
nouncement, and called for time 
for Karzai to strengthen the rule 
of law. 

“We congratulate President 
Karzai on his victory in this his- 
toric election and look forward to 
working with him, his new Ad- 
ministration, the Afghan people 
and our partners in the inter- 
national community to support 
Afghanistan’s progress towards 
institutional reforms, security 
and prosperity,” said a statement 
from the U.S. Embassy in Kabul. 
“We also congratulate Dr. Abdul- 


lah and all the other candidates 
for their efforts to strengthen Af- 
ghanistan’s democratic future.” 
U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon flew to Kabul on Monday in 
the wake of the attack last week on 
the U.N. compound and met with 
both candidates following Abdul- 
lah’s withdrawal. He said he came 
to show his solidarity with both 
U.N. staff and the Afghan people 
and vowed that U.N. efforts in Af- 
ghanistan would not be deterred. 
He also issued a_ statement 
welcoming the IEC’s decision to 


forego a runoff and congratulated 
Karzai. 

“This has been a difficult elec- 
tion process for Afghanistan and 
lessons must be learned,’ Ban 
said. “Afghanistan now faces sig- 
nificant challenges and the new 
president must move swiftly to 
form a government that is able to 
command the support of both the 
Afghan people and the interna- 
tional community.”

NEW YORK — The new Navy assault ship 
USS New York, built with World Trade Center 
steel, arrived in its namesake city Monday with 
a 21-gun salute near the site of the 2001 terrorist 
attack.

Texas WWII vets reunite with 
Japanese-American rescuers

HOUSTON — Even though it 
was 65 years ago, Al Tortolano 
clearly recalls the one thought 
that ran through his mind as his 
unit was surrounded by German 
troops during World War II. 

“About the only thing you could 
think of was family. Will I ever 
see my family again?” remem- 
bered Tortolano, 88, part of what 
was dubbed the “Lost Battalion.” 

It was October 1944 and Torto- 
lano was part of the 1st Battalion, 
141st Regiment, 36th Infantry 
Division — a Texas military unit 
surrounded by enemy fighters in 
France’s Vosges Mountains. 

The prayers of Tortolano and 
others in the 1st Battalion were 
answered by the Army’s 442nd 
Regimental Combat Team, a 
unit made up almost entirely of 
Japanese-Americans. The 442nd 
broke through the German ranks 
and suffered 814 casualties as 


it rescued 217 
men. 

“T still can’t 
thank my fellow 
veterans enough 
for what they 
did,” said Tor- 
tolano, who was 
among 40 mem- 
bers from both 
units who gath- 
ered Sunday in 
Houston, mark- 
ing the 65th an- 
niversary of the 
rescue. 

Jimmie Kana- 
ya, 89, a veteran 
of the 442nd, 
said there is a 
permanent bond of brotherhood 
between the men of both units. 
“We feel like we are part of each 
other. We became one,” he said. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said 
the veterans of the 442nd are

“men of the noblest heart and the 
greatest courage.” 

The 442nd became the most 
decorated unit in U.S. military 
history, he said. 

“Their courage, valor, dedica- 
tion are values we hold dear as a 
country — and to do this in what 


clearly was one of our darkest 
hours,” Mullen said, referencing 
that many of the 442nd’s mem- 
bers had families who were held 
in internment camps by the U.S. 
government while they served in 
the military.

Clinton clarifies U.S. stance on 
Israeli settlement construction

MARRAKECH, Morocco — In 
the face of Arab criticism, Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton on Monday moderated her 
praise for Israel’s offer to restrain 
— but not stop — building settle- 
ments in Palestinian areas. While 
Israel was moving in the right di- 
rection, she said, its offer “falls far 
short” of U.S. expectations. 

Clinton said her praise of Isra- 
el’s offer to restrict Jewish settle- 
ment activity had been intended 
as “positive reinforcement.” 

Her remarks Saturday had 
drawn widespread criticism from 
Arab nations who interpreted it 
as a softening of the U.S. position 
on settlements, which stand in the 
way of a resumption of Israeli-Pal- 
estinian peace talks. 

During a photo-taking session 
with her Moroccan counterpart, 
Clinton was asked by a reporter 
about the Arab reaction, and she 
responded by reading from a writ- 
ten statement. 

“Successive American admin- 
istrations of both parties have op- 
posed Israel’s settlement policy,” 
she said. “That is absolutely a fact, 
and the Obama administration’s 
position on settlements is clear, un- 
equivocal and it has not changed. 
As the president has said on many

occasions, the United States does 
not accept the legitimacy of con- 
tinued Israeli settlements.” 

She also called on the Israelis 
to do more to improve “movement 
and access” for Palestinians and 
on Israeli security arrangements. 

She added, however, that Israel 
deserved praise for moving in the 
right direction. 

“This offer falls far short of 
what we would characterize as our 
position or what our preference 
would be,” she added. “But if it is 
acted upon it will be an unprec- 
edented restriction on settlements 
and would have a significant and 
meaningful effect on restraining 
their growth.” 

In her statement to reporters, 
Clinton also stressed that the 
Palestinian authorities deserved 
credit for what she called “unprec- 
edented” steps to improve security 
in the West Bank and praised the 
Palestinians for progress in train- 
ing their security forces. 

Later Monday, Clinton flew to 
the southern-central city of Oua- 
rzazate for an audience with King 
Mohammed VI. She then planned 
to return to Marrakech for talks 
with foreign ministers of several 
Persian Gulf nations. 

Clinton also was _ expected 
to meet separately with Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
al-Faisal.

Tropical storm slams into Vietnam 


Downgraded Mirinae causes blackouts, evacuations in coastal areas

HANOI, Vietnam — Tropical Storm Miri- 
nae slammed into Vietnam’s central coast 
Monday, unleashing heavy rains and winds 
and forcing more than 80,000 people to evacu- 
ate before losing steam as it moved inland. 

The storm brought winds of 63 miles per 
hour as it made landfall in Phu Yen province 
Monday afternoon, toppling trees and utility 
poles, causing blackouts, said Nguyen Ba Loc, 
deputy chairman of the provincial People’s 
Committee. 

The storm lost force and was downgraded 
to a tropical depression as it moved deeper in- 
land later Monday, according to the national 
weather forecast center. 

No deaths were reported, but the weather 
center warned of possible flash floods and 
landslides in mountainous districts. 


Mirinae hit the Philippines with typhoon 
strength over the weekend, killing 20 people 
before losing strength as it moved across the 
South China Sea toward Vietnam. 

Both Vietnam and the Philippines are still 
recovering from Typhoon Ketsana, which 
brought the Philippine capital of Manila its 
worst flooding in 40 years when it struck 
in September. Ketsana killed 160 people in 
Vietnam. 

In the Philippines, Ketsana and two later 
storms killed more than 900. Some 87,000 
people who fled the storms were still living in 
temporary shelters when Mirinae struck. 

Mirinae left 20 dead, mostly from drowning, 
in six Philippine provinces. Four people were 
missing, disaster response officials said. 

But the storm did not keep the largely 
Roman Catholic country from paying re- 


spects to the dead on Sunday’s All Saints Day. 
Huge crowds jammed cemeteries, with some 
people visiting still-flooded ones by boat. 

Forecasters said they were watching a low 
pressure area about 186 miles off the eastern 
coast of the northern Philippines that along 
with northeastern monsoon winds could bring 
rain and gale-force winds to the mountainous 
region. 

Strong winds and huge waves destroyed 
three fishing boats and overturned about a 
dozen others off northern Cagayan province 
early Monday, tossing 39 fishermen to the 
rough sea, Cagayan disaster official Bonifacio 
Cuarteros said. 

Most of the fishermen swam back to shore 
or were rescued by fellow fishermen. One re- 
mained missing, Cuarteros said. 


U.N. nuclear agency head wants quick response from Iran

UNITED NATIONS — The 
head of the U.N. nuclear agency 
has urged Iran to clarify its re- 
sponse to a proposal that would 
have Tehran ship most of its 
nuclear material abroad for 
processing. 

Addressing the U.N. General 
Assembly on Monday, Mohamed 
ElBaradei said “a number of 
questions and allegations rele- 
vant to the nature” of Iran’s pro- 
gram remained, and he called for 
confidence-building measures 
on all sides. 

The U.S. and other powers are 
concerned Iran may be enrich- 
ing uranium for use in nuclear 
weapons, while Tehran insists its 
program is strictly for peaceful 
purposes. 

Iranian officials have been 


sending mixed signals over the 
plan proposed under talks bro- 
kered by the U.N.’s International 
Atomic Energy Agency, which 
El]Baradei headed until stepping 
down Monday. 

Iran wants to buy ready-made 
fuel for its research reactor, a 
senior Iranian envoy said Mon- 
day — the latest indication that 
Tehran is rejecting a U.S-backed 
plan that would have the Islamic 
Republic ship most of its enriched 
uranium out of the country. 

“We want to buy the fuel from 
any supplier,” said Ali Asghar 
Soltanieh, Iran’s chief represen- 
tative to the International Atom- 
ic Energy Agency. 

Soltanieh, however, evaded a 
direct answer when asked if that 
meant Iran was rejecting an in- 
ternational plan to have Tehran 
export most of its enriched ura- 


nium stockpile and have that ma- 
terial shipped back as fuel for its 
research reactor. 

The plan aims to delay Iran’s 
ability to make nuclear arms 
by sending most of the material 
needed to make weapons out of 
the country.

SEOUL—North Koreaissueda 
veiled threat Monday to increase 
its nuclear arsenal if U.S. officials 
do not quickly agree to the one- 
on-one talks that the communist 
regime is demanding. 

The regime’s impatience came 
days after No. 2 nuclear nego- 
tiator Ri Gun came away from 
meetings with Washington envoy 
Sung Kim without an agreement 
to hold bilateral talks. 

“If the U.S. is not ready to sit 
at a negotiating table with the 
[North], it will go its own way,” 
the North’s Foreign Ministry said 
in a statement carried by Pyong- 
yang’s official Korean Central 
News Agency. 

The statement did not elabo- 
rate, but it was widely seen as 
a warning that the North will 
bolster its nuclear stockpile — a 
brinksmanship tactic that the 
communist nation has often 
employed. 

On Monday, the North’s min- 
istry also said that “meaningful 
progress” on a nuclear-free Ko- 
rean peninsula is possible — “if 
the hostile relations between the 
(North) and the U.S. are settled 
and confidence is built between 
them.” 

Washington has maintained 
that it is willing to engage North 
Korea in bilateral talks — if they 
lead to the resumption of the 
stalled six-nation disarmament 
talks. 

North Korea’s Ri, who was in 
the U.S. at the invitation of pri- 
vate organizations, said discus- 
sions with the U.S. envoy were 
“useful,’ South Korea’s Yonhap 
news agency reported. Still, both 
KCNA and State Department of- 
ficials in Washington said no de- 
cision had been made on holding 
bilateral talks. 

The North agreed in 2007 to 
disable its nuclear facilities in 
exchange for energy aid and po- 
litical concessions. Pyongyang 
halted the process and _ later 
abandoned the pact after receiv- 
ing most of the promised energy 
aid and concessions.

MADRID — A Spanish judge indicted 
seven people Monday for allegedly help- 
ing several of the suspected Madrid train 
bombers flee after the 2004 terror attacks. 

National Court Judge Eloy Velasco 
charged six of the seven with belonging to 
an unidentified terrorist group, while one 
was accused of collaboration. 

Velasco said the seven provided money, 
cover and information to help six men 


evade justice after allegedly participat- 
ing in the March 11, 2004, bombings. The 
morning rush hour attacks on commuter 
trains headed for the capital’s main south- 
ern station killed 191 people and wounded 
about 1,800. 

Four of the seven indicted are free, one is 
in custody and the whereabouts of two oth- 
ers are unknown. Five are from Morocco, 
and one each from Algeria and Tunisia. 

The court named the suspects as Zohair 
Khadiri, Taha Seghrouchni, Hammad Lah-

sini, Abdelkrim Lebchina and Abdelaziz 
El] Merabit — all from Morocco — Djilali 
Boussiri from Algeria and Nassreddine 
Ben Laidne Amri of Tunisia. 
Responsibility for the attacks, perpetrat- 
ed with 10 bombs hidden in backpacks, was 
claimed by Muslim militants who claimed 
they were avenging the presence of Span- 
ish peacekeepers in Iraq and Afghanistan. 
In 2007, 28 people, mainly from North 
Africa, went on trial, and 21 of them were 
convicted of taking part in the terror 


bombings. 

The judge said the seven knew that 
Mohamed Afalah, Daoud Ouhmane, Said 
Berraj and Otman El Mouib, Mohamed 
Belhadj and Abdelilah Hriz had partici- 
pated in the bombings but did nothing to 
turn them in to the police. 

Afalah, Daoud Ouhmane are believed to 
have died later in suicide bombings in Iraq. 
Belhadj and Abdelilah Hriz were later de- 
tained, while Berraj and Otman El Mouib 
have never been found. 
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More college presidents 
joining millionaire's clu

The fast-growing group of 
millionaire private college and 
university presidents hit a new 
record in recent years, and it’s 
likely more college leaders will 
make seven-figure salaries once 
the slumping economy rebounds. 

A record 23 presidents received 
more than $1 million in total com- 
pensation in fiscal 2008, according 
to an analysis of the most recently 
available data published Monday 
by the Chronicle of Higher Edu- 
cation. A record one in four in the 
study of 419 colleges’ mandatory 
IRS filings made at least 
$500,000. 

Topping the list is 
Shirley Ann Jackson at 
Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute in Troy, N.Y., 
whose total compen- 
sation the Chronicle 
pegged at nearly $1.6 
million. She was _ fol- 
lowed by David Sargent 
at Suffolk University 
in Boston, who made 
$1.5 million. However, 
one-third of his com- 
pensation had been reported as 
deferred compensation last year 
and counted as salary this year 
— an example of the difficulty of 
making straightforward compen- 
sation comparisons. 

Overall, median compensation 
for the group rose 6.5 percent 
to $359,000, and 15.5 percent at 
major private research univer- 
sities, to $628,000. The figures 
essentially cover the 2007-2008 
academic year. 

Those averages have almost 
certainly flattened or perhaps 
fallen since then, with numerous 
presidents — including Jackson 
— taking voluntary pay cuts this 
year amid widespread budget- 
cutting at their institutions. 

But experts say the upward 
trend will almost certainly re- 
sume eventually. It may frustrate 
parents who are paying higher 
tuition, but experts insist the sala-

ries reflect supply and demand. 

“The baby boomers are retir- 
ing,” said Ray Cotton, a Washing- 
ton D.C.-based lawyer and expert 
on presidential contracts and 
compensation. “Boards are in a 
scramble competing against each 
other for the remaining available 
talent.” 

But the 24-7 nature of the job and 
the stresses stemming from the 
recession have made it unappeal- 
ing to prospective candidates. 

“Some people just don’t want 
anything to do with the job be- 
cause it keeps them up at night,” 
said Chronicle editor Jeffrey 
Selingo. “In order to attract 
and retain good talent 
they’re going to have 
to pay for it. They may 
take a little break now 
because of the economy, 
but these pieces are still 
in place.” 

Still, colleges’ will 
have to absorb the public 
relations hit that comes 
with offering seven-fig- 
ure compensation to an 
academic leader. The 
average price of tuition 
plus room and board at four- 
year private colleges surpassed 
$39,000 last year, according to 
the latest figures from the College 
Board. 

The Chronicle noted that 58 
institutions charged more than 
$50,000 this year, up from just 
five last year. A number of those 
schools pay their presidents more 
than $1 million, including New 
York University, Columbia and 
Vanderbilt. 

The Chronicle also identified 
three former presidents who re- 
ceived compensation of more than 
$1 million in 2007-2008, topped 
by retired George Washington 
University president Stephen 
Trachtenberg, whose benefits 
package was valued at $3.67 mil- 
lion. It identified 85 colleges pay- 
ing at least a former president or 
other high-ranking official at least 
$200,000, typically in deferred 
compensation and bonuses.

College-bound students 
boost skills in boot camp

WASHINGTON — Khawar 
Malik had written just one 
10-page paper in four years 
at DuVal High School in Lan- 
ham, Md., and his teacher had 
given him an entire year to 
finish it. 

High school left him unpre- 
pared for college. So, Malik, 
19, entered the University of 
Maryland through its Aca- 
demic Achievement Programs 
division. He spent six summer 
weeks in the academic equiva- 
lent of boot camp, learning all 
the reading, writing, math and 
study skills he would need to 
keep pace with other fresh- 
men. By the end of the sixth 
week, he had written another 
10-page paper and _ several 
shorter ones. Today, he is an 
English major. 

“If I didn’t have this pro- 
gram, I wouldn’t be here right 
now,” said Malik, a sophomore 
with a 4.0 grade-point average. 

The federal Student Support 
Services program, launched 
during the Nixon administra- 
tion, is part of a larger effort 
to help disadvantaged stu- 
dents overcome academic and 
cultural barriers to success 
in higher education. The pro- 
gram is part of TRIO, a group 


of national initiatives that have 
proven their ability to raise 
the odds that a disadvantaged 
student will stay in college, get 
good grades and graduate. 

“You can give them all the 
money in the world,” said Ar- 
nold Mitchem, president of the 
Council for Opportunity in Ed- 
ucation, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion in Washington, “but if you 
don’t address the confidence 
issues, the skills issue, you’re 
not going to make it.” 

At the University of Mary- 
land, the TRIO program is 
housed in an academic build- 
ing across from Memorial 
Chapel. On one Wednesday 
morning, students popped in 
and out of small classrooms 
to learn study skills and seek 
supplementary instruction in 
reading and math. Instructors 
teach college-level material, 
but at a slower pace. 

The six-week boot camp is 
the starting point for about 
100 freshmen a year at Mary- 
land, students who otherwise 
would not be admitted. Typi- 
cally, they have good grades 
but lower SAT scores than 
other U-Md. students, and they 
come from high schools that 
offer less-rigorous classes. All 
but a handful make it through 
the summer program and gain 
freshman status.

ren Peli is Red Bull in human form. 

His movie, “Paranormal Activity,” is caus- 
ing sleepless nights the likes of which haven’t 
been seen since the sleeper hit “The Blair Witch 
Project” first spooked viewers 10 years ago. 

Even adults who can doze after seeing the haunted- 
house film are suddenly suspicious of creaky floorboards, 
stray shudders or noises, or any door that swings open or 
closed without benefit of human hand or window breeze. 

“Paranormal Activity,” accurately being called the 
next “Blair Witch Project,” is about a young California 
couple trying to document the evil spirits in their home. 

Unlike “The Amityville Horror” or “The Haunting in 
Connecticut,” both inspired by supposedly true stories, 
this one is a figment of Peli’s imagination, and the de- 
monic presence doesn’t come with the house. 

The frightening force has been shadowing the woman 
since she was a child; if she moves, it finds her, and it’s 
more ferocious and frightening than ever. She is a college 
student named Katie, who lives with her day-trader-boy- 
friend Micah, in suburban San Diego.

Peli, a native of Israel who moved to the States

‘This Is It’ turns 
into real thriller 


“Michael Jackson’s This Is It” pulled in $101 
million worldwide in its first five days, and distrib- 
utor Sony is extending the farewell performance 
film beyond its planned two-week run. 

The film was the No. 1 Halloween thriller do- 
mestically with a $21.3 million opening weekend, 
according to studio estimates Sunday. 

The previous weekend’s No. 1 movie, Para- 
mount’s low-budget horror sensation “Paranormal 
Activity,” slipped to No. 2 with $16.5 million, lift- 
ing its total to $84.8 million. 

“This Is It” raised its domestic total to $32.5 
million. The movie pulled in $68.5 million over- 
seas, including $10.4 million in Japan, $6.3 million 
in Germany, $5.8 million in France and $3.2 mil- 
lion in China. 

“He’s just loved everywhere on the planet,” said 
Rory Bruer, head of distribution for Sony. 

In Great Britain, where Jackson had planned a 
marathon series of 50 London concerts starting 
last July, the movie earned $7.6 million. 

“This Is It” captures Jackson in behind-the- 
scenes performances in the weeks before his 
death last June, as he rehearsed his biggest hits 
for the London shows. 

“This Is It” originally was scheduled for a 
theatrical run of only two weeks. The studio has 
extended it a few more weeks domestically, leav- 
ing it in theaters through Thanksgiving weekend, 
one of the year’s busiest moviegoing times.

DEARBORN, Mich. — Ford, 
the only Detroit automaker to 
dodge direct government aid and 
bankruptcy court, surprised in- 
vestors with net income of nearly 
$1 billion in the third quarter and 
forecast a “solidly profitable” 2011. 

Earnings were fueled by U.S. 
market share gains, cost cuts and 
the Cash for Clunkers program, 
the automaker said Monday. 
Ford’s shares rose 68 cents, or 
9.8 percent, to $7.68 in morning 
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two years on a 2002 conviction for 
kidnapping a minor and a proba- 
tion violation. 

State records show the felony 
kidnapping charge required Gon- 
zalez to register as a sex offender. 
North Carolina’s post-release su- 
pervision of Gonzalez ended last 
November, Correction Depart- 
ment spokesman Keith Acree 
said.

9.4 percent spike in House Democrats’ bill 
is estimated to raise $460B over 10 years

WASHINGTON — The typical 
family would be spared higher 
taxes from the House Democratic 
plan to overhaul health care, and 
their low-income neighbors could 
come out ahead. 

Their wealthy counterparts, 
however, face big tax increases 
that could eventually hit future 
generations of taxpayers who are 
less wealthy. 

The bill is funded largely from 
a 5.4 percent tax on individuals 
making more than $500,000 a 
year and couples making more 
than $1 million, starting in 2011. 
The tax increase would hit only 
0.3 percent of tax filers, raising 
$460.5 billion over the next 10 
years, according to congressional 
estimates. 

But unlike other income tax 
rates, the new tax would not be 
indexed for inflation. As incomes 
rise over time because of infla- 
tion, more families — and more 
small business owners — would 
be hit by the tax. 

“Twenty years from now, we’re 
going to see more and more small 
businesses ensnared into paying 
higher taxes,” said Rep. Dave 
Camp of Michigan, the top Re- 
publican on the tax-writing House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The tax would hit only 1.2 per- 
cent of taxpayers who claim busi- 
ness income on their returns, 
according to the estimates by the 
nonpartisan Joint Committee on 
Taxation. But that percentage 
would grow as business own- 
ers’ nominal incomes rise with 
inflation. 

In 2011, a family of four with an 
income of $800,000 a year would 
get a $24,000 tax increase, when 
the new tax is combined with an 
increase in the top two tax brack- 
ets proposed by President Barack 
Obama and other scheduled tax 
changes, according to an analysis 
by Deloitte Tax. That’s a 12.5 per- 
cent increase in federal income 
taxes. 

A family of four making $5 mil- 
lion a year would see a $434,500 
tax increase, about a 32 per- 
cent increase, according to the 
analysis. 

“These are very big numbers 


and very high effective tax rates,” 
said Clint Stretch, a tax policy ex- 
pert at Deloitte Tax. 

The new health care tax would 
come on top of other tax increas- 
es for the wealthy proposed by 
Obama. The top marginal income 
tax rate now is 35 percent, on in- 
come above $372,950. Obama 
wants to boost the top rate to 39.6 
percent in 2011 by allowing some 
of the tax cuts enacted under for- 
mer President George W. Bush to 
expire. 

House Democrats said they are 
proud that they found a way to fi- 
nance the health care package 
largely from a tax on the wealthy. 
There is, however, little appetite 
for a millionaire’s tax in the Sen- 
ate, and some tax experts think 
it is a mistake to tap only rich 
people to pay for services used 
by all. 

“If health care is a benefit that 
is worth having, then it’s worth 
paying for,’ said William Gale, 
who was an adviser to President 
George H.W. Bush’s Council of 
Economic Advisers and is now 
co-director of the Tax Policy 
Center. “This gives the impres- 
sion that it’s only worth having if 
someone else pays for it.” 

Obama promised during the 
presidential campaign that he 
would not increase taxes on cou- 
ples making less than $250,000. 
However, the health care bill 
would impose new taxes on peo- 
ple who don’t buy qualified health 
insurance, including those mak- 
ing less than $250,000 a year. 

Under the bill, individuals are 
required to obtain health insur- 
ance coverage or pay penalties, 
which are described as taxes 
in the legislation. The penalty 
would be equal to the cost of an 
average insurance plan or a 2.5 
percent tax on incomes above the 
standard threshold for filing a tax 
return, whichever is less. There 
would be waivers for financial 
hardships. 

Republicans argue that the 
penalties violate Obama’s tax 
pledge, and they liken the mil- 
lionaire’s tax to the Alternative 
Minimum Tax, which Congress 
enacted in 1969 to ensure that 
wealthy Americans cannot use 
loopholes to avoid paying any in- 
come taxes.

More than half of our meals are 
brought to us — we do not have the decision 
to make of whom to call for pizza delivery 
or which restaurant to go to. 

Don’t get me wrong — the Air Force 
serves many vital functions in the defense 
of our country, and it is greatly appreciated. 
However, to hear them complain about how 
bad they have it at home when Army per- 
sonnel are performing the same missions 
with the same airframe in far worse condi- 
tions for far less pay in a war zone is noth- 
ing more than a slap in the face to those of 
us deployed here and in Afghanistan.

Obama's making

WASHINGTON 
mong the more _ disap- 
pointing aspects of Barack 
Obama’s young presidency 

is his seeming inability to come 
to a decision over what to do in 
Afghanistan. As the violence and 
U.S. death toll escalate, Obama 
continues to dither over whether 
to send more troops as requested 
by his chief man on the ground, 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal. 

Every few days, it seems, the 
headlines proclaim that the 
president has asked someone else 
about how far to go in the struggle 
against the Taliban. Next on the 
list may be the White House cus- 
todial staff, whose members prob- 
ably would tell him to get the heck 
out of Dodge. My father would 
have told him that if you have to 
think about something very long 
you probably shouldn’t do it. 

Where does all this leave 
McChrystal, who made the re- 
quest for 40,000 in additional 
manpower weeks ago, warning 
that without them the U.S. ef- 
forts to stabilize the country and 


permanently weaken the Taliban 
would fail in a year? How about 
twisting slowly in the wind, to 
borrow an old expression from 
Watergate days? It must be partic- 
ularly galling to a highly regarded 
action man who was handpicked 
by Obama only a few months ago 
and given a strategy that has now 
been all but abandoned. 

More and more it seems Obama 
is looking to Vice President Joe 
Biden for leadership in this most 
crucial of foreign policy deci- 
sions. Biden is now heading up 
the latest Afghan study group that 
includes Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert Gates and National Security 
Adviser James Jones, Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and White House Chief of Staff 
Rahm Emanuel, whose military 
expertise is well-known in such 
political hot spots as South Chi- 
cago. Biden was once chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, where he was tutored 
by the Senate’s true foreign policy 
expert, Indiana Republican Rich- 
ard Lugar, when he (Biden) could 
quit talking long enough to listen. 

There is a disturbing familiar- 
ity with a vice president’s influen-

tial role in these type of decisions. 
It was just a few months ago, 
wasn’t it, when a vice president 
was accused of being the Darth 
Vader of another administration. 
Dick Cheney even shot a fellow 
bird hunter, some argue, to pub- 
licly recertify his understanding 
of military tactics and proce- 
dures from his time as defense 
secretary. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs told reporters re- 
cently that it is important “to get 
this right.” No kidding, genius. 
But sometime along the way, a 
decision needs to be made with 
the understanding that in war 
activities it isn’t always possible 
to nail things down. Flexibility is 
good, in fact. An accepted rule of 
thumb is to leave much of these 
gritty decisions to the general 
on the ground. As NATO com- 
mander as well as the head of U.S. 
forces, McChrystal needs to have 
the opportunity to make it work 
until he proves he can’t. For the 
umpteenth time, it is necessary to 
remember that an Army chief of 
staff’s warning that it would take 
up to 400,000 troops to control 
and rebuild Iraq with a minimum 
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of bloodshed was not only ignored 
but cost the man his job and the 
nation a lot more. 

Rarely has such all-out vacilla- 
tion and contention been conduct- 
ed this sharply in public. It can’t 
be good for chances of a positive 
outcome or for McChrystal’s posi- 
tion in all this. It is not unreason- 
able to suggest that this decorated 
soldier might ask to be let out to 





run a motor pool in Arizona or 
someplace. The general made 
his case well and it should have 
been either accepted or quickly 
rejected quietly in a reasonable 
time frame. The president faces 
the distinct possibility that this 
all will come back to haunt him. 
Meanwhile the death toll mounts.

The farmers arent the enemy in Afghan drug war

here is concern that our continued 
efforts in Afghanistan are being 
undermined by widespread corrup- 

tion within the administration of Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai. What few people are 
talking about is the opium cultivation and 
heroin production that is fueling this cor- 
ruption. But should we do anything about 
it? Can we do anything about it? Not really. 

Controlling opium production is a Si- 
syphean task — hopelessly futile. Trying 
to eradicate the crop creates perverse in- 
centives that actually lead to increased 
production, as NATO allies learned in the 
years following the ouster of the Taliban 
in 2001. However, if we do nothing about 
opium cultivation, farmers will naturally 
overproduce, stocks of stored opium will 
accumulate, prices will fall further and 
farmers will eventually abandon the crop 
of their own free will (as they did in 2000 
and as they are starting to do now). 

This year, the United Nations issued 
two reports suggesting significant drops 
in opium crop cultivation, suggesting that 
U.S.- and British-funded crop eradication 
and alternative development schemes were 
finally paying off. But the continued drop in 
the number of acres planted with poppies 
is not all that it seems. Thanks to increas- 
ing crop yields (because of more intensive 
planting and more efficient techniques), 
new opium production has fallen by far 
less than the numbers would suggest. An- 
nual production levels are still double what 
they were in the decade before the Sept. 
11 attacks and during the first few years 
of this war. 

We should not be surprised. Western 
anti-drug policies are founded on three 
misguided assumptions, most of which 
have been refuted by highly respected 
academic studies that policymakers have 
rarely bothered to read. 

The first false assumption is that crop 
eradication actually leads to a reduction in 
production. Graham Farrell, who worked 
with the U.N. Drug Control Program in 
the 1990s, looked at the impact of crop 


eradication efforts in different parts of the 
world and found that, in most cases, cul- 
tivation increased in the growing season 
following a crop eradication effort. It’s a 
counterintuitive conclusion, but it makes 
sense. If farmers know that some crops 
will be destroyed, they will plant more in 
the expectation that prices will rise from 
the induced scarcity. Sometimes they will 
plant separate fields in outlying areas, or 
farmers in countries and provinces neigh- 
boring the area targeted for eradication 
might increase their cultivation. 

The second false assumption is that 
subsidized crop substitution programs 
help poor farmers. Discovering too late 
that eradication was counterproductive, 
the U.S. government decided this sum- 
mer to switch its efforts from eradication 
to subsidized crop replacement schemes. 
However, rarely have alternative develop- 
ment programs worked, unless farmers 
are growing new crops that yield a natu- 
rally higher profit margin. Crop subsidy 
schemes are limited in duration and lack 
the funds to be sustainable. 

The third false assumption is that these 
counternarcotics programs will win the 
hearts and minds of Afghanistan’s rural 


poor. Improving transportation and trade 
infrastructure to help get legal crops to 
market would go further. But for those ef- 
forts to be sustained, the security situation 
needs to be improved first. 

If all of these policies are counterpro- 
ductive, what should NATO allies do in 
Afghanistan? Nothing at the extreme up- 
stream end of the supply chain. Opium and 
heroin production has increased at such an 
alarming rate in the last eight years that 
the resulting supply glut has led to a dra- 
matic fall in prices. Consequently, farmers 
in many parts of the country are switching 
to legal crops of their own free will. 

Opium production levels have been so 
high in recent years that the United Na- 
tions estimates Afghan drug traffickers 
have stockpiled enough opium and heroin 
to supply the world’s addicts for more than 
two years. While it has been suggested that 
the Taliban might be stockpiling supplies 
in order to corner the market, a more likely 
explanation is that drug traffickers within 
the Taliban and the Karzai government 
are holding on to excess stocks as they wait 
for prices to recover. 

The temporary elimination of opium pro- 
duction by the Taliban in 2000-2001 was 


also because of massive overproduction in 
preceding years and a resulting price col- 
lapse in raw opium. The Taliban issued a 
“ban” on production that year to drive up 
prices so farmers and traffickers could sell 
off excess stocks. 

The most sensible solution is to leave 
farmers alone and instead crack down on 
traffickers in the border regions. That is 
the only strategy that will squeeze the mar- 
ket. And if the farmers cannot find buyers 
for their opium, prices will be driven down 
even further, providing more incentive to 
voluntarily switch to crops such as dried 
fruits, pomegranates and spices. 

So how does all of this fit in with the 
Obama administration’s new counterin- 
surgency strategy in Afghanistan? We 
know the Taliban are raising money from 
taxing and trafficking opium and heroin. 
But that has little to do with Afghanistan’s 
farmers. We need to leave the farmers 
alone and focus our efforts on controlling 
Afghanistan’s border crossings, targeting 
both drug traffickers and militants.

County expects windfall 
in midst of recession 


C ASPEN — While most 

Colorado counties are 
struggling, the Pitkin County open 
space program expects a $3 million 
tax windfall from higher property 
assessments that don’t yet reflect 
the recession. 

The county Open Space and 
Trails Board is scheduled to meet 
to discuss whether to return the 
money to taxpayers or spend it. 
Voters exempted the program from 
the limits of the Taxpayer’s Bill of 
Rights, an amendment to the state 
constitution that restricts govern- 
ment income and spending. 

Dale Will, director of the open 
space program, made no recom- 
mendation in a memo to board 
members, but he noted that the 
windfall could go a long way 
because property values have 
fallen. 

Will said the windfall will be 
short-lived. He also said revenue 
could fall by 40 percent by 2012 
when tax assessments are revised 
to reflect falling property values 
amid the recession.

Horse slaughter cases 
puzzle authorities 


F MIAMI — She was a bay 

— a dark brown thorough- 
bred. She had a shiny coat and new 
horseshoes, all signs someone took 
good care of her. 

But the 3- or 4-year-old horse 
was found cut in pieces along a 
rural roadside in southwest Miami- 
Dade, Fla., a spokesman for the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
for Animals said. 

It was the latest horse slaugh- 
tered — possibly for her meat 
— in a rash of such killings this 
year in Miami-Dade and Broward 
counties. 

“It was a pretty brutal scene,” 
said Richard Couto, a board of 
directors investigator with the 
SPCA. “T love horses, and going to 
a scene like that and seeing one in 
10 to 15 pieces, it’s difficult.” 

It was not known whether any 
horses had been reported missing 
in South Florida. 

Two neighbors contacted the 
SPCA when they came across the 
scene while taking their own hors- 
es for a pleasure ride. The remains 
were scattered across hundreds of 
feet, and the back legs of the horse 
were missing. 

The number of horses killed 
since January now stands at 21, 
Couto said.

Forward again tops 40 in victory over Grizzlies

DENVER — After a taste of 
playoff success, Carmelo Antho- 
ny has a voracious appetite for 
more. 

He’s polished up his game and 
is averaging 37.6 points in the 
Denver Nuggets’ 3-0 start after 
leading the NBA with a 23.6 aver- 
age in the preseason. 

The Nuggets beat the Memphis 
Grizzlies in a 133-123 shootout 
Sunday night as Anthony extend- 
ed his torrid start with 42 points, 
negating a career-best 40-point 
night from O.J. Mayo. 

For this ascendancy in his 
game, credit Anthony’s accom- 
plishment last spring, when he 
directed the Nuggets to playoff 
series victories over New Orleans 
and Dallas after five straight 
first-round exits. 

His game has only gotten better 
since leading Denver to the West- 
ern Conference finals, in which 
they lost to the champion Los An- 
geles Lakers in six games. 

While everyone around him is 
talking about a scoring title or an 
MVP trophy being in the cards 
for him this season, Anthony is 
focused like a laser on one goal. 

“T told you all before training 
camp started I felt better than I 
ever felt coming into a season,” 
Anthony said after posting con- 
secutive 40-plus-point games for 
the first time in his six seasons 
in the NBA. “My stamina feels 
great. And I just feel good all 
around, my confidence is up. You 
know, I’ve got one thing ahead of 
me, which is that gold ball.” 

And thanks to that taste of 
playoff fulfillment, Melo is more 
masterful than ever. 

Instead of setting up on the 
block and posting up like he used 
to, Anthony is getting to the rim 
from the perimeter when he’s not 
swishing jumpers, and that’s made 
him much harder to defend. 

“T think ’Melo’s awareness to 
how he’s being covered is the best 
it’s ever been,’ Nuggets coach 
George Karl said. “I think it’s 
his ability to move around and be 
placed in different positions and 
his efficiency is pretty incred- 
ible right now, from jump shots to 
post-ups to penetrations to good 
passing decisions.” 

Stymied by Anthony’s answer 
to their every run, the Grizzlies, 
who got double-figure scoring 
from all five starters, couldn’t 
capitalize on their collective hot 
hand to pull off a rare victory in 
the Mile High City, where they’ve 
lost 15 of 16 since the franchise 
moved to Memphis. 

Lakers 118, Hawks 110: Kobe 
Bryant had 41 points and eight 
rebounds, and Andrew Bynum 
added 21 points as host Los An- 
geles pulled away with 18 straight 
points in the third quarter. 

Lamar Odom had 11 points, 14 
rebounds and eight assists for the

WASHINGTON — Both times 
the Columbus Blue Jackets fell 
behind in the third period, Raffi 
Torres bailed them out. 

Torres’ second goal of the pe- 
riod with 23 seconds left sent the 
game to overtime and R.J. Um- 
berger got his second of the game 
1:45 into the extra period to lift 
the Blue Jackets to a 5-4 victory 
over the Washington Capitals on 
Sunday night. 

“He stepped up for sure,” Co- 
lumbus’ Rick Nash said of Tor- 
res.

the second period. He sped past 
defenseman Mike Green and 
then put a move on goalie Jose 
Theodore for his seventh goal 
in seven career games against 
Washington. 

Nash also had two assists. He 
set up Umberger’s overtime win- 
ner, and had a hand in a fluke play 
that led to Umberger’s first goal.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Brett 
Favre’s nerves were diminished 
playing against his former team 
this time. His resolve to beat the 
Packers again wasn’t. 

“We played about as good as we 
could have played,” said Favre, 
who threw four TD passes to lead 
the Minnesota Vikings to a 38-26 
victory over the Green Bay Pack- 
ers on Sunday. 

Favre turned in another mem- 
orable performance at Lambeau 
Field — his first as a visitor — 
against the franchise he helped 
resurrect and restore to its Title- 
town moniker in the 1990s. He’s 
now thrown seven TDs and no 
interceptions in two victories 
against the Packers this season. 

Favre’s consistency has pro- 
pelled the Vikings to 7-1, and at 
the season’s halfway point, Min- 
nesota has a 2'12-game advantage 
in the NFC North. 

“We have had some tough tests, 
and we have responded very well,” 
said Favre, who finished 17-for- 
28 for 244 yards. “We are 7-1, and 
granted, that is very good, but we 
haven’t done anything yet.” 

Favre’s TD binge tied Dan Ma- 
rino for one of the few records 
the former Dolphins quarterback 
still holds with 21 career games 
of at least four TD tosses. 

Two years ago, Favre led Green 
Bay to 7-1, too. But he failed to 
add to his only Super Bowl title in 


Villainous Favre tops Pack 


1997 and the Packers lost in over- 
time in the NFC championship 
to the New York Giants in what 
appeared to be his final game at 
Lambeau in January 2008. 

He turned 40 last month but 
has flourished in his return to an 
offensive system he thrived in for 
16 years with Green Bay. 

“There is no such thing as too 
many good players or too many 
tools in the tool box,” said Vikings 
coach Brad Childress, who was 
criticized for his decision to bring 
Favre in. “I don’t know about vin- 
dication ... I didn’t bring him in to 
compete. That’s what he was going 
to do at Green Bay. He was going 
to come in and start, and right- 
fully so. He’s done a great job.” 

Favre’s numbers don’t lie. 

He now has 16 TD passes 
against just three interceptions, 
completing 67.9 percent of his 
throws. He’s on pace to have the 
fewest interceptions in his career. 
The career leader never threw 
fewer than 13 in his 16 years with 
the Packers. 

The Vikings’ biggest offseason 
acquisition also got plenty of help 
from his crew — first-round pick 
Percy Harvin had 84 yards receiv- 
ing and a touchdown on five catch- 
es and added 175 return yards. 

“The big thing is just hitting 
the hole and not do a whole lot of 
dancing,” said Harvin, who had 
a 51-yard TD reception and a 77- 
yard kick return to keep giving 
Minnesota a short field to work 
with. “I just tell them — give me 
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a hole and I’m going to hit it 100 
miles per hour.” 

Adrian Peterson added several 
big hits, too, bowling over Pack- 
ers defenders and contributing 97 
yards rushing and a touchdown. 
But the focus — and circus — was 
centered squarely on No. 4. 

A camera followed him the en- 
tire game that fans could watch 
on a Webcast. A huge crowd of 
journalists crowded him on the 
field just after time expired and 
fans showed their support, or dis- 
gust, with his decision to don Vi- 
kings purple. 

“Hey Favre Halloween is over! 
Take off that silly purple cos- 
tume,” read one sign held by a 
man in an Aaron Rodgers’ jersey. 

But Rodgers, Favre’s replace- 
ment, could do little to stop the 
tide despite rallying the Packers 
with 17 straight points to close the 
deficit to 24-20 in the second half 
and later 31-26. Rodgers threw for 
287 yards and three TD passes 
himself, but Green Bay again 
failed to protect its quarterback. 

Rodgers was sacked six times 
in the rematch after taking eight 
sacks in Minnesota’s 30-23 victory 
Oct. 5. Jared Allen tormented Rod- 
gers again with three more sacks. 

“It’s tough to take that many 
shots,” Rodgers said. 

Favre silenced a record regu- 
lar-season crowd of 71,213 that 
primarily booed him throughout, 
distributed 17 receptions to seven 
receivers and was not sacked. 


Panthers use ground game to get some revenge

GLENDALE, Ariz. — Carolina earned 
its revenge. To the Panthers, the boos 
aimed at the home team by Arizona fans 
must have sounded oh so sweet. 

Carolina literally ran the Cardinals out 
of their own stadium in a 34-21 victory on 
Sunday, amassing 270 yards on the ground 
against a defense that had been ranked 
No. 1 in the NFL. It was the second-most 
yards in Panthers history, trailing only 299 
against Tampa Bay last season. 

“We knew what they were going to do,” 
Cardinals nose tackle Bryan Robinson 
said, “and we couldn’t stop them.” 

The Cardinals came in on a three-game 
winning streak, the most recent win a Sun- 
day night road victory over the New York 
Giants. A sputtering start to the season 
seemed ancient history. 

But they fell flat against a Carolina team 
eager to make up for last season’s 33-13 
home playoff loss to Arizona. 

“T can’t sit here and deny that last year’s 
game didn’t have a little bit of a role moti- 
vating the guys,” said Carolina’s Julius Pep- 
pers, who returned an interception 13 yards 
for a touchdown and forced a fumble. 

Panthers running back DeAngelo Wil- 
liams was among those inspired, gain- 
ing 158 yards on 23 carries, including a 
77-yarder. 

“There was a special interest on this 
game,” he said. 

No Carolina player needed a victory 
more than Jake Delhomme. 

The struggling Carolina quarterback, 
whose downward spiral began in that play- 
off game, threw a 50-yard touchdown pass 
to Steve Smith before leaving with a chest 
injury. Delhomme was checked out at a

hospital before returning to the stadium 
after the game. 

Arizona’s Kurt Warner threw five inter- 
ceptions and fumbled the ball away once. 

Coincidentally, Delhomme had five 
passes intercepted and fumbled once in 
that playoff loss to the Cardinals. He had 
a league-worst 13 interceptions this season 
entering Sunday. 

“Tt is nice we came in and won but we 
needed it more for the ’?09 Panthers than 
to bury it for the ’08 Panthers,” Delhomme 
said. 

He played a series after he was hurt, then 
was taken to a hospital for tests. He said 
that nothing serious was discovered, de- 
scribing the injury as a “chest contusion.” 


After throwing three interceptions in last 
Sunday’s home loss to Buffalo, Delhomme 
had to wait until Wednesday to find out if 
he still was the starter. 

“To say it was the lowest point I ever had 
as a Panther, probably,” he said. “So after 
a ton of self-searching and soul searching, 
I was looking forward to going back out 
there and play, just play.” 

Delhomme was 7-for-14 for 90 yards, 
including the first scoring pass to a wide 
receiver for the Panthers this season. 

The statistics weren’t impressive, but he 
made no big mistakes and the Panthers’ 
punishing ground game did the rest. 

“They were a desperate team and they 
came out and outplayed us,” Arizona’s 


Darnell Dockett said. “I have nothing bad 
to say about them. .. Those running backs 
did their thing today. They are big-play 
running backs. Any time they get the ball, 
they can score.” 

Jonathan Stewart gained 87 yards on 17 
carries for Carolina (3-4), including touch- 
down runs of 6 and 10 yards. 

Warner completed 27 of 46 for 242 yards 
and two touchdowns. Two of his intercep- 
tions were tipped. 

“Tt just seemed like every time the ball 
was bouncing somewhere, it went into their 
hands,” he said. 

Delhomme was hurt on a hard hit by 
Dockett and Chike Okeafor with 5:59 left in 
the third quarter. He got to his knees, then 
slowly walked off the field, but was back 
for the next series before leaving for good. 

On the bench, he said he began to feel 
“a little chilly” and “kind of a little weak.” 
That led to the trip to the hospital. 

The Cardinals (4-3) remained in first in 
the NFC West because San Francisco lost 
at Indianapolis, but Arizona, at 1-3, has 
lost more home games than it did all of last 
season. 

“It’s very disappointing that we aren’t 
playing better at home right now,” coach 
Ken Whisenhunt said. “We have the same 
record that we were at this time last year. 
I still feel like we’re a better football team. 
We just didn’t play that way today.” 

Trailing 28-7 at the half, the Cardinals 
cut it to 28-14 and 31-21 but could get no 
closer as John Kasay kicked field goals of 
35 and 31 yards in the fourth quarter. 

“To come on the road, playing a good 
football team, one that handled us pretty 
good in the playoffs a year ago,” Carolina 
coach John Fox said, “it was a big win for a 
lot of reasons.”

Raiders 
yet again

SAN DIEGO — There was La- 
Dainian Tomlinson, doing what 
he always does against the Oak- 
land Raiders. 

There was Shawne Merriman, 
breaking out his “Lights Out” 
sack dance for the first time since 
2007. 

And, of course, there were the 
San Diego Chargers, beating 
Oakland 24-16 on Sunday, their 
13th straight victory over the 
hapless Raiders. It’s the longest 
active winning streak in a series 
in the NFL. 

Tomlinson led the way with two 
touchdowns, the first out of the 
wildcat formation. 

The Chargers (4-3) swept the 
series for the sixth consecutive 
season. Many Chargers, including 
quarterback Philip Rivers, have 
never lost to the Raiders (2-6). It 
was San Diego’s seventh straight 
home victory over Oakland. 

“When I first got here, the in- 
tensity and atmosphere of the 
game, it rubbed me the wrong 
way,” said Tomlinson, who was 
drafted by the Chargers in 2001. 
“By beating them 13 times, it 
means 13 times their fans went 
home with their heads hanging.” 

Oakland coach Tom _ Cable 
called it “a big hump to get over. 
We’ve had two good opportunities 
this year. Are we closer? Yes. But 
you don’t take anything from it 
until you get over the hump.” 

With the Denver Broncos los- 
ing 30-7 at Baltimore, the Char- 
gers pulled within two games of 
the AFC West lead. San Diego is 
trying to win its fourth straight 
division title. 

Merriman got his first two sacks 
since 2007, dropping JaMarcus 
Russell late in the second quar- 
ter and again late in the fourth. 
The outside linebacker has been 
working his way back from knee 
surgery that cost him the final 15 
regular-season games and both 
playoff games last year. 

“It’s one of those things that 
was long coming,’ Merriman 


said. “I don’t put as big an em- 
phasis on sacks as everybody else 
does. But they are important. I 
realize I’ve got to go out and make 
plays and get those sacks in order 
for us to be a better defense. As 
long as I’m doing that and putting

pressure on the quarterback and 
forcing him to do things that he 
doesn’t want to do, we’re going to 
be better.” 

San Diego allowed a season- 
low 180 yards and had a season- 
high five sacks. The other outside 
linebacker, Shaun Phillips, also 
had two. 

The Chargers didn’t have to 
rally to win as they did in the sea- 
son opener at Oakland, when they 
were physically beaten up by the 
Raiders despite taking a 24-20 
victory. 

Cornerback Antonio Cromartie 
intercepted Russell’s pass when 
tight end Zach Miller fell down. It 
was the first pickoff in 20 games 
for Cromartie, who had 10 in 
2007 but dropped off to two last 
season. 

The Chargers’ first play from 
scrimmage was a 53-yard pass 
from Rivers to Malcom Floyd, 
who replaced struggling Chris 
Chambers in the starting lineup. 
It gave San Diego a first down at 
the 6. Tomlinson took the direct 
snap and ran around right end for 
a 7-0 lead. 

Oakland tied it early in the sec- 
ond quarter after Rivers’ pass to 
Vincent Jackson glanced off the 
receiver’s hands and was inter- 
cepted by Chris Johnson, who 
returned it 20 yards to the San 
Diego 27. Justin Fargas scored on 
a 3-yard run. 

San Diego scored on its next 
two possessions to go up 21-7. Riv- 
ers hit Jackson with an 8-yard TD 
pass and Tomlinson scored on a 
10-yard run. 

Rivers was 16 of 25 for 249 
yards. Tomlinson had 56 yards 
on 18 carries. Fargas carried 18 
times for 59 yards. 

Tomlinson has accounted for 28 
TDs against Oakland in his nine- 
year career: 22 rushing, three re- 
ceiving and three passing. 

The Raiders got field goals of 
48, 41 and 28 yards from Sebas- 
tian Janikowski.

Young leads Titans past Jags to snap 8-game skid

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Vince 
Young felt good but nervous be- 
fore his first start this season for 
the Tennessee Titans. He wound 
up celebrating with his offensive 
coordinator and getting high 
grades from the team owner who 
wanted him back on the job. 

And yes, he threw for a touch- 
down in helping the Titans win 
their first game this season, rout- 
ing Jacksonville 30-13 Sunday to 
snap an eight-game skid dating to 
last year. 

“The year off has helped me a 
whole lot,” Young said. “I put my- 
self in different scenarios at night 
time. If I go out and make a bad 
play and they start to boo me and 
anything that is going to happen, 
put it in the past and don’t worry 
about that. ... Continue to make 
plays and show your humbleness 
and maturity.” 

He was greeted by cheers, but 
Young wasn’t the highlight of a 
game the NFL said was the first 
in league history with four rush- 
ing TDs of 50-plus yards. 

The Titans (1-6) helped put 
Young in the best position by fo- 
cusing on running the ball. Chris 
Johnson set a franchise record 
with 228 yards on 24 carries, 
including TD runs of 52 and 89 
yards after Jacksonville had tied 
it 13-13 in the opening minute of 
the third quarter. 

Jacksonville’s Maurice Jones- 
Drew added TD runs of 80 and 79 
yards on the way to gaining 177

yards in eight carries. 

Coordinator Mike Heimerding- 
er got Young into a rhythm early 
with lots of short throws and runs 
to tap into his mobility. Young 
also made some nice throws, in- 
cluding a 6-yard TD toss to Nate 
Washington and a 7-yarder on 
third down to Kenny Britt to keep 
alive the drive to the go-ahead 
touchdown. 

Young was 15 of 18 for 125 yards 
and had 10 runs for 32 yards be- 
fore two Kneel-downs at the end 
for the Titans’ first victory since 
Dec. 21. He finished with a 114.1 
passer rating that was his sec- 


ond-highest in a start and highest 
since 2006 when he was Offensive 
Rookie of the Year. 

It was exactly what owner Bud 
Adams wanted to see to revive 
a team coming off a 59-0 shut- 
out at New England, especially 
for a franchise that must decide 
whether to keep Young after this 
season. Young is due a $4.25 mil- 
lion roster bonus in March with 
a deal counting $14.2 million 
against the salary cap in 2010. 

“T think there’s some things 
that happened to him early in his 
career that didn’t let him concen- 
trate on football. I think he real- 
ized he needed to work at it hard. 
And he has shown that,” Adams 
said. 

The Tennessee defense helped 
as well, sacking David Garrard 
four times and intercepting two 
of his passes. The Titans hadn’t 
had two interceptions in a game 
since the season-opening loss at 
Pittsburgh. 

With Johnson running away, 
Tennessee held the ball for nearly 
40 minutes and outgained Jack- 
sonville 430 yards to 330. Not bad 
for a team that came in last in the 
NFL in time of possession. Ten- 
nessee’s 305 yards rushing easily 
was a season-high. 

Jacksonville (3-4) missed 
a chance to go 3-1 in the AFC 
South. 

“I’m very disappointed to come 
in here in a game that we had to 
have, a divisional game, and allow 
a team to basically cram it down 
our throats, which they did,” Jag- 
uars coach Jack Del Rio said.

Amid anger, airborne cars, driver stops 86-race skid; 
Johnson tightens grip on fourth consecutive Cup title

TALLADEGA, Ala. — NAS- 
CAR stopped the bumping, at 
least for a while. 

There was nothing that could 
be done about the blocking. 

In the end, Sunday looked like 
most every other event at Talla- 
dega Superspeedway: There was 
a surprise winner, two harrowing 
accidents, angry drivers and fans 
frustrated over a vanilla race 
at NASCAR’s most spectacular 
track. 

And, by the way, Jimmie John- 
son likely sealed his record fourth 
consecutive championship. 

Racing at Talladega comes 
with a ton of unpredictability be- 
cause of the horsepower-sapping 
restrictor plates used to curb 
speeds at the 2.66-mile speedway. 
It creates tight packs, and drivers 
need to use aggressive Measures 
to move through the field. 

That usually leads to multi-car 
accidents known as “the Big One” 
—and most everyone believes the 
finishing order is akin to playing 
the lottery. 

“For the most part, you’re at 
the mercy of the whole field,” 


five-time Talladega winner Dale 
Earnhardt Jr. said. “You come 
here, you just sit in the bus, wait 
for the damn race to start and see 
what your number is at the end of 
the deal.” 

McMurray wound up at the top 
of the board, snapping an 86-race 
winless streak dating to July 2007 
at Daytona. 

“T made the comment ... it’s just 
going to be luck,” McMurray said, 
“whoever can get in the right row 
and make the moves.” 

Carl Edwards’ airborne crash 
into the frontstretch fence in April 
forced NASCAR to cut down on 
the bumping and blocking that 
usually triggers the big accidents. 
Officials warned at the start of 
the weekend that they didn’t want 
to see drivers shoving each other 
around, and proved it by parking 
Michael Waltrip during a Friday 
practice when he didn’t back off 
Johnson’s bumper. 

NASCAR president Mike Hel- 
ton ramped it up another notch 
Sunday in a stern pre-race lec- 
ture that banned all bumping in 
the corners. He was peppered 
with questions from the drivers, 
but held firm and warned that a 
victory could be stripped if it was 


gained through bump-drafting. 

In response, the 43-car field 
spent much of Sunday in a single- 
file parade lap that almost looked 
to be a conscious thumbing of the 
nose at NASCAR. 

Ryan Newman’s _§harrowing 
crash with five laps to go left him 
upside down in the grass, and 
NASCAR needed a stoppage of al- 
most 13 minutes to cut him from 
the car. Outspoken in the wake 
of Edwards’ crash in April, New- 
man was none too pleased to have 
spent almost 15 minutes trapped 
inside his car. 

“It’s probably the closest thing 
to being stuck in a tomb and not 
being able to get out — all my 
body weight was pressed up 
against my head,” he said. “I re- 
spect NASCAR. I just wish they 
respected me.” 

His crash set up a two-lap 
sprint to the finish, and that was 
halted when title contender Mark 
Martin went flipping across the 
track in a spectacular crash. 

The race ended under caution, 
with McMurray in Victory Lane. 

Johnson finished sixth, stretch- 
ing his lead in the standings to 
184 points over Martin with three 
races remaining.

Damon popped up, realized that 
third was uncovered and kept on 
going, displaying the guile gained 
during 15 major league seasons. 
He started with a 5-foot lead on 
Feliz, who couldn’t catch up. 
Lidge started to sprint over from 
the mound, but gave up a good 25 
feet from third base. 

“T know that I still have some 
decent speed left in the tank, but I 
was just hoping,” said the former- 
ly speedy Damon, who turns 36 on 
Thursday. “I knew Pedro’s speed, 
also. I mean, if it was Chone Fig- 
gins, that might have been tough. 
I just went off of instinct, and for- 
tunately it worked out.” 

But it’s clear the Phillies 
weren’t prepared. They never 
talked about how they would deal 
with Damon. 

“We never got anybody to say, 
‘OK, you’ve got to go in there; 
you’ve got to go here,’ ” Feliz said. 

With no one else close, Lidge 
was the most obvious candidate 
to cover third. 

“It was kind of an unusual play. 
All of a sudden there’s no one at 
the bag,” the closer said. “He’s a 
very heads-up player and was able 
to take an extra base right there, 
which was obviously pretty big.” 

Most runners wouldn’t have 
had the awareness to realize third 
base was open. Damon ran faster 
than his legs seemed capable. 

“That’s instinct. You better be 
sure because you’ve got Tex and 
A-Rod up behind, and you’d bet- 
ter be sure,” Yankee manager Joe 
Girardi said. “It was a great in- 
stinctual play by Johnny.” 

Teixeira’s at-bat was cut short 
when he was hit with a pitch by 
Lidge. Damon could have walked 
home after Rodriguez delivered 
the biggest hit of his life, a hard- 
hit double into the left-field corner. 
The next batter, Jorge Posada, 
followed with a two-run single to 
put the game out of reach. 

Mariano Rivera closed it out 
with a 1-2-3 ninth. 

“We’ve won three games. 
That’s not what we set out to do,” 
Damon said. “When this playoff 
time started, we set out to win 11 
games. We’re at 10 and, hopefully, 
we can get No. 11 tomorrow.” 

The Phillies face a daunting 
task; New York lost three in a 
row only twice after the All-Star 
break. 

“T think we take a lot of pride 
on being resilient and the way 
we bounce back,” Phils manager 
Charlie Manuel said. “I’ve seen 
us go through it before. We’ve 
blown 22 games from the seventh 
inning on or something this year. 
That’s got to tell you something 
about the resilience of our team.” 

The first inning offered a re- 
play, of sorts, when Rodriguez 
was hit by Blanton’s first pitch. 

“Third time, it’s a little obvi- 
ous,” Rodriguez told Everitt in a 
comment heard on Fox. 

Rodriguez stood around the 
plate with hands on hips and 
stared at the Yankees dugout, and 
Everitt moved onto the grass to 
prevent any trouble from break- 
ing out. Umpires met near the 
mound, Everitt issued warnings 
to both teams and fans chanted

“you used steroids!” at A-Rod. 

Derek Jeter led off the night 
with a single and scored, and later 
hit an RBI single. The MVP of the 
2000 World Series is 7 for 17 this 
time around. 

Phillies slugger Ryan Howard 
barreled home to score a run. 
He braced for a collision with 
Posada and got a piece of the 
New York catcher. Replays, how- 
ever, appeared to show Howard 
didn’t touch the plate, yet another 
missed call in the playoffs for 
umpires. 

Howard kept struggling, and is 
3-for-17 with 10 strikeouts. Rodri- 
guez is only 2-for-14, but he could 
enjoy both hits because they did 
so much damage. 

“We’ve been down this road be- 
fore and we have to stay very fo- 
cused. Those guys are the world 
champs,” Rodriguez said.

NEW YORK — Texas took a 
small step forward in the Bowl 
Championship Series standings 
Sunday, and the remaining un- 
beaten teams held down the first 
seven spots. 

The Longhorns, who beat Okla- 
homa State 41-14 on Saturday, 
(9227) jumped from third to 
second place, ahead of Alabama 
(.9166) and behind Florida (.9918). 
It’s a cosmetic move. Texas was 
already in control of its destiny in 
the BCS championship race. 

The Crimson Tide and Gators, 
if they both remain undefeated, 
will have to play each other in 
the Southeastern Conference title 
game.

Bankruptcy judge approves sale of Coyotes to NHL

PHOENIX — A federal bank- 
ruptcy judge gave his approval to 
the sale of the Phoenix Coyotes to 
the NHL on Monday. 

Judge Redfield T. Baum agreed 
to sign the sale order after attor- 
neys made minor modifications 
to the deal. 

None of the changes signifi- 
cantly altered the NHL’s agree- 
ment to pay about $140 million to 
buy the team from owner Jerry 
Moyes. 

The only party which didn’t 
join in the agreement was former 
coach Wayne Gretzky, who owned 
a small portion of the team. How- 
ever, Gretzky did not file a formal 
objection with the court. 

The sale ends nearly six 
months of an often-bitter court 
battle pitting the NHL against 
Moyes and Canadian billionaire 
Jim Balsillie. 

Moyes, founder of Swift Trans- 
portation, took the team into 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy on May 
5, with a plan to sell the team to 
Balsillie, contingent on moving 
the franchise to Hamilton, On- 
tario. The move took the NHL by 
surprise and the league vowed to 
fight it to the end, accusing the 
owner and the Canadian of trying 
to circumvent the NHL’s rules 
for who owns a team and where 
it plays. 


In other NHL news: 

m Alex Ovechkin’s upper-body 
injury doesn’t seem serious, al- 
though he appears likely to miss at 
least one game. 

Washington Capitals coach 
Bruce Boudreau indicated Mon- 
day that Ovechkin could miss 
Wednesday’s game at New Jersey 
but could return for the home-and- 
home against Florida on Friday 
and Saturday. 


Florida’s Spikes suspended 
for first half of next game 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. — Flori- 
da coach Urban Meyer suspended 
Brandon Spikes for the first half 
of Saturday’s game against Van- 
derbilt after the star linebacker 
attempted to gouge the eyes of 
Georgia’s Washaun Ealey. 

Meyer said Spikes was retali- 
ating after getting his eye poked 
earlier in Saturday’s game. 

Spikes is fourth on the team with 
42 tackles and has three sacks. 

In other college football news: 

m Syracuse wide receiver Mike 
Williams has quit the team. 

Williams, one of the top re- 
ceivers in the country, told coach 
Doug Marrone on Monday morn- 
ing of his decision. 

Williams ranks sixth nation- 
ally with 106.57 receiving yards 
per game. 

m™ Tony Pike is expected to 


practice this week with fourth- 
ranked Cincinnati. Coach Brian 
Kelly wants to see what the in- 
jured quarterback can do before 
deciding his status. 

Pike missed the past two games 
after having a damaged plate in 
his non-passing arm replaced.

NFL commissioner 
to seek change in labor law 


WASHINGTON — NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell plans 
to ask Congress for legislation 
that would protect collective bar- 
gaining agreements from state 
law challenges, like the one that 
led to blocking of the suspensions 
of two players who used banned 
substances. 

Goodell will ask for an amend- 
ment to the Labor Management 
Relations Act during a congres- 
sional hearing on Tuesday. His 


testimony was obtained by The 
Associated Press. 

The NFL had attempted to 
suspend two Minnesota Vikings 
players, Kevin Williams and Pat 
Williams, for violating its anti- 
doping rules. But last month a 
federal appeals court essentially 
allowed them to continue playing 
while the players’ lawsuit is in 
Minnesota court. 

Goodell said that “called into 
question” the viability of the 
NFL’s and other sports league’s 
steroid rules.

™ Green Bay Packers quarter- 
back Aaron Rodgers came out of 
Sunday’s loss to the Minnesota 
Vikings with a sprain on one foot 
and sprained toe on the other. 

Packers coach Mike McCarthy 
said Monday that Rodgers could 
miss time in practice this week 
but is expected to play Sunday at 
Tampa Bay without hurting his 
mobility.

Damon's big dash, A-Rod’s big hit put Phillies in 3-1 hole

PHILADELPHIA — Johnny Damon slid 
into second base, saw third was uncovered 
and swiped that, too. All on a single pitch. 

The Philadelphia Phillies never 
recovered. 

Damon’s daring dash at Citizens Bank 
Park will be remembered for a long time. 
He scored the tiebreaking run on Alex 
Rodriguez’s ninth-inning double off Brad 
Lidge, and the New York Yankees moved 
within a victory of their 27th World Series 
title with an unusual 7-4 victory over Phil- 
adelphia on Sunday night. 

Yup, they definitely stole this one. 

“Tt just worked out that way,’ Damon 
said. “There was a throw, the third base- 
man covered, and the pitcher did not.” 

Philadelphia tried to be shifty, and it 
backfired when Damon took advantage. 

Still smarting after getting plunked, Ro-

driguez struck back with his bat. He took 
the swing of a lifetime. 

“There’s no question — I’ve never had a 
bigger hit,” Rodriguez said. 

Only 27 outs from that elusive 27th title, 
the Yankees will try to close out the de- 
fending champions Monday night when 
A.J. Burnett faces October ace Cliff Lee. 

Rodriguez applauded his own stroke of 
fortune, for good reason. The three-time 
AL MVP had waited his whole career for 
this chance, and put all his prominent play- 
off failures behind with a solid shot that 
echoed around Citizens Bank Park. 

“He’s the reason why we’re sitting here 
and we’re in Philadelphia right now,” 
Damon said. “I felt like without him, who 
knows where our road may have stopped 
at?” 

Rodriguez was drilled by two pitches in 
Game 3, including one that left a bruise on 
his thigh. Then he was nailed in the back 


by Joe Blanton’s fastball in the first inning, 
prompting plate umpire Mike Everitt to 
warn both teams. 

Of the 42 teams to take a 3-1 lead in the 
World Series, 36 went on to win it. The last 
club to overcome such a deficit was Kansas 
City in 1985. 

Pedro Feliz had tied the score with an 
eighth-inning homer off Joba Chamber- 
lain, and Damon came to the plate with two 
outs and none on in the ninth. 

In the ninth, the Phils brought in Lidge 
— a playoff star last year who had strug- 
gled all season before regaining his touch 
in October. 

But November was not so kind. 

Lidge had been the lone closer in the 
playoffs who hadn’t allowed a run until the 
Yankees tagged him. 

Ball one, three fouls, two more balls and 
a full count. Another foul, then another. 
Lidge was consistently clocked in the low 


90s on the radar gun and Damon was 
struggling to keep up. 

“T kept sitting slider, and he kept throw- 
ing the fastball. They really don’t teach 
you to do it that way,” Damon said. “But I 
felt like his slider made me look silly on a 
couple pitches, so I kept sitting slider and 
just reacted to the fastball.” 

Some reaction. 

Damon sliced the ninth pitch of the se- 
quence into left field — but the really hard 
work was just beginning. 

Philadelphia went into a shift with Mark 
Teixeira at the plate, moving third baseman 
Pedro Feliz to the shortstop position, sliding 
shortstop Jimmy Rollins to the right side of 
second base and putting second baseman 
Chase Utley on the right-field grass, about 
20 feet off the foul line. 

Damon broke for second, and Feliz took a 
step in front of the base and slightly to the
